BUORGES, France, Aug. 26.— The 
air of Mars i3 altogether too light 
and too rare to support such animal 
life as we have on the earth, 
the 
Rev. Thom as Moreux, director of the 
Bourges Observatory declared today, 
reporting on 
observations 
of 
the 
planet he made Saturday through his 
telescope of 33 3 diameters. 
Conditions 
for 
his 
observation 
were fairly good, he said, and his 
view- was better than any attained 
during 
the 
recent observations by 
British astronom ers. 
“W hat the eye can affirm as a re­ 
sult of the observations,” the astron­ 
om er continued, “is that the layer of 
air surrounding the planet is highly 
rarified, and that it could not support 
highly organized animal life, such as 
dogs or even mice. 
“If there are anim als there, they 
must be a very low’ state of life. 
The 
vegetation there m ust resem ble oui 
m oss and lichen.” 
H e added that he wanted to cor­ 
rect som e erroneous 
com m ents on 
the probable tem perature there for 
atm ospheric conditions, declaring: 
“Although the
